IRISH BANKING SYSTEM 


Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork) 
championed the banking system, which 
alone, he said, was not responsible for 
all the ills the country suffered, and he 
supported his contention by reminding 
the House that the system was the 
country’s own, and that it was to the 
credit of the people that there should 
he a sound financial institution. There 
was, he said, thirty-seven million 
pounds on deposit in the banks b 
135,000 farmers, and there was, approx}- 
mately, 125,000 owing to the banks 
about twelve million pounds. On these 
figures, he held, the farming community 
was more than able to finance itself. 
Why, he asked, were the bank directors 
being outnumbered on the board by 2-1, 
and were they going to get value for 
the thousands of pounds that repre- 
sented the difference between a board 
of nine directors and a board of five 
directors? 

The Labour Party disliked the im- 
plication that it was a sound policy 
to have bank directors on the board, 
and Mr W. NORTON declared out- 
right that the bill was not going to 
effect anything, and that currency ‘and 
credit. ought to be State controlled and 
operated, through the elected Govern- 
ment. “We are setting up this 
autocracy to control banking in this 
country, and we are not making it 
responsible to the Government, or to 
the people. Anyone who thinks it is 
going to disturb banking practice is 
suffering from an illusion.’’ he said.

DILLON, from the Independent benches, 
suggested that the new institution 
should be put in a position to be able

A remarkable acknowledgment of the 
part played by the banking system in 
modern progress came from the Minis- 
ter for Finance, Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY, 
who attributed the advancement of 
commerce, industry, trade, and the 
standard of living, particularly among 
the poor, largely to the successful de- 
velopment of banking technique. ‘‘I 
know,” he said, ‘‘that for a long 
period banks have been making cón: 
siderable profit, but within the last ten 
vears these have been considerably 
decreasing.”’ It was a good thing. he 
insisted, that they had banking instita- 
tions and directors who had the confi- 
dence of the people. 
ever, been changing rapidly in the 
financial world, and in view of likely 
greater changes it would be well to 
hate a machine to help them over 
difficulties. 


CREDIT THEORIES 


For twenty years the Taoiseach has 
been interested in credit theories. Mr. 
DE VALERA, confessing the fact, dis- 
closed that his difficulty had been that 
there were theories about the ‘creation 
of credit which left those who studied 
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joint stock banks.

them in the position where it was 
obvious that there was not a complete 
demonstration of the truth in them; 
but, on the other hand, it was very 
difficult to put a finger on the fallacy. 
Even here they had two practical 
bankers who, he said, differed com- 
pletely on the matter. 

In the course of a lengthy explana 
tion of banking practice, the Taoiseach 
said that banking transactions ranged 
from those on which profits were very 
low to those which paid a high return, 
and it would be most unfatr to take 
the high-profit transaction and present 
it as a picture of the banking business 
Nor was it fair to suggest that bank 
shareholders got higher annual returns 
for their investment than stockholders 
in other business concerns. Attacks 
on the banks for making excessive 
profits were not justified. Banks 
could create credit, but it was not 
expedient to do so in normal times. 
In war time there was expansion of 
credit directly due to Government 
actio: for war purposes. In war-time 
there was practically a dictatorship. 


CONTROL OF CREDIT 


Individuals. were no longer free, 
because limitations were imposed com. 
pelling individuals to go out and fight 
and risk their lives. There was a 
regimentation ‘of the . community, 
accepted in war-time, which he did not 
think our community would accept in 
time of peace. Without farther regi- 
mentation of the community he did not 
think that control of credit would in 
fact enable them to make the adjust- 


ments necessary to deal with some of 


in. their present system. The power 
affecting the volume of credit was due 
to the fact that commercial banks 
had considerable quantities of sterling 
assets in liquid form. © There were in 
practice serious limitations to the ex- 
pansion of credit. 


INFLATION DANGER 


The danger of post-war. inflation 
here by reason of portion of the in 
creased currency in Great Britain, | 
where the amount in circulation had 
gone up by over 2,000 million pounds 
in- the last few years, being diverted 
into this country was mentioned by 
General R Mulcahy. “He suggested 
that there was a need for machinery 
here to cope with such a possibility, 

When the deputy spoke of the 
millions tied un at small rates in Great 
Britain, while the taxpayer here had 
to pay high rates for money in the 
form of Government loans, the 
Minister for Finance. in one of his 
rare interje¢tions observed that if 
they wanted money they had to go to 
the banks or the people for it, and 
deputies ought to be realists.

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FOR INDIA- 
TALKS MAY BE RESUMED 


LLAHABAD, Wednesday. — A 
proposal for a secret session of 
the All-India Congress Committee 
was being canvassed as delegates 
assembled for meetings at which 
India’s future will be discussed. 
Members supporting the proposal 
urge “the seriousness of the national 
and international situation, affect- 
ing present policies and” future 
plans.” 

The Communists have tabled a 
resolution asserting that the defence of 
India is the paramount duty of Con- 
gress ; that India’s defence and freedom 
is part of the struggle of the united 
nations, and that ‘‘ no effective resist- 
ance to the invader is possible unless 
Congress takes a determined initiative 
to establish unity, especially Hindu- 
Muslim: unity.’’ Wider support may 
be given to Mr. Rajagopalachari, ex- 
Premier of Madras, who is bringing a 
resolution urging Hindu-Moslem co- 
operation. The seriousness of the 
conflict which has arisen between Mr. 
Rajagopalachari and other members of 
the Congress Working Committee is 
being freely discussed.—(Reuter. ) 


CRIPPS PRAISED 


In the House of Lords yesterday, 
tributes to Sir Stafford Cripps for the 
way in which he carried out his mis- 
sion to India were paid by members. 
The Duke of Devonshire said that since 
Sir Stafford’s return there had been 
some evidence of a desire of Congress 
leaders to understand and meet the 
views of the Muslim League, and if the 
mission had done no more than bring 
home to Indian leaders that to attain 
their.ideals they must get together and 
not merely be the leaders of mutually 
hostile attachments, it would. have 
done much But it had done more 
than that, and would prove a mile- 
stone in India’s progress. Lord 
Strabolgi believed ‘hat a representa- 
tive Government. could be formed in

+ Moslems, would support it. “‘ 
believe agreement is much nearer than 
‘might at this moment be’ supposed. 
The talks must be resumed.”

Viscount Simon, Lord Chancellor, 
replying for the Government, said that 
the plan had proved Britain’s sincerity. 
The Government and people would do 
all they could to help. The Govern- 
ment was pledged to self-government 
for India, and proposals recognised 
that the only method by which it could 
be done was by leaving Indians to 
frame their own Constitution.

F"SM Lapland’ to Southern 

Karelia the Red Army is main- 
taining its attacks in an attempt to 
free Leningrad and open up a land 
route into the city. 

The chief blows are falling on the 
German-Finnish positions near Loukhi, 
a key-point on the Murmansk-Soroka 
section of the railway and along the 
Stalin Canal, between the great lakes 
of Ladoga and Onega.

The Germans claimed local successes 
on the North Russian front, where 
operations ‘‘were made particularly 
difficult by stubborn house-to-house 
fighting in strongly fortified Soviet

Once the prices were 
fixed it was impossible to buy such 
commodities on the open market. 

In his constituency tea was bein 
sold at 25s. per lb. Turf and roa 
workers were being charged 1s. 6d. per 
oz. In cases brought to his notice 
people who could not get their normal 
ration could obtain tea at ten or fifteen 
times its pro price. Some traders 
took their 1939 uota of tea and, 
accepting only a limited. number of 
ration cards, were able to sell their 
surplus from 20s. to 25s. per lb. The 
Department of Supplies, he alleged, 
knew that was going on, but no one 
had been apprehended. 

White flour, which used to cost. 22s. 
per cwt., now sold at £6 10s., and 
cycle tyres were being sold at three 
times their proper price. Fancy 
prices were demanded for thread. 
The result of all this, said Mr. 
Norton, was that the honest 
trader found his income declining, 
while the manipulators in the “ black 
market,” were substantially increasing 
their turn-over. The sky was the 
limit in the “ black market.” 

When the nation was appealing to

The 
British especially aimed at buildings in 
the university quarter of the town. 
Three scientific institutions, among 
them the Medical Institute, were hit.”
